Contests of the Winter.

NEW ORLEANS, La., March 15.— By far 
the largest and most representative attend- 
ance tliat has been at Jefferson Park this 
winter was present today to witness the de- 
cision of well-balanced races, in which some 
of the best horses that have been seen under 
c olors here this winter were among the start- 
ers and furnished some of the most entertain- 
ing sport that has been on tap during the 
meeting. The mile and a sixteenth handi- 
cap for a purse of $1,000, that featured the 
program, was productive of one of the best 
rac^es this winter, the four leaders at the fin- 
ish h.aving alternated in the lead all during 
the last quarter and left the result in doubt 
until the last stride. . 

Rama, with a change of riders from Ro- 
manelli to Wallace, was made favorite and 
absorbed the attention of the alleged smart 
brigade. He raced greatly improved, fought 
it out stubbornly, even after he seemed thor- 
oughly beaten, but just missed the victory by 
a matter of inches, Dustabout succeeding in 
outstaying him under the vigorous riding 
that Parke gave him. Llewellyn, coupled 
with Barracuda, finished third and his stable- 
mate a matter of inches further back. 

HOLMAN PAIR UNLUCKY. 

With good riding the Holman pair might 
have finished first and second. Mergler made 
the mistake on Llewellyn of making too much 
use of him when he raced him from far back 
into the lead in a brief period. He was in 
command when straightened for the stretch 
run, with Barracuda in second place. At 
that stage it looked as if they would have 
the race between them, but suddenly Barra- 
cuda swerved and bumped sharply into his 
stablem.ate, causing him to be knocked off 
his stride and he seemed unable to recover 
fully thereafter. Rama showed the most 
early speed, but at the stretch turn seemed 
beaten, but responded gamely to hard riding 
and came again to threaten Dustabout. The 
latter, however, held to his task gamely. The 
spirited struggle of the quartette elicited the 
profoundest enthusiasm. 

Ideal weather conditions prevailed. A 
brilliant sun flooded the course with its 
warmth and made top coats superfluous. 
Ring activities were greater thaji on any 
one former day at Jefferson Park and the 
forty-five layers were inadequate to accom- 
modate the public. The track had dried con- 
siderably since yesterday, but was still heavy, 
though a dry strip next to the inner rail 
contained firmer footing. The talent were 
still off stride in their deductions, four of 
the favorites going down to defeat. 

TWO FOR McMILLEN. 

J. McMillen scored a double during the 
afternoon, both cf his horses being ridden by 
the stable jockey, Sharpe. His first success 
was astride Vacuum, a winner in his previous, 
out, which scored today in handy style from 
the suddenly improved Simplicity, with Lady 
Rose, the favorite, in third place. There 
was an overeagerness on the part of three 
owners to claim her after the race, T. H. 
Bernhardt proving luckiest in the draw and 
secured her at a cost cf $2,000. Mrs. A. E. 
Alexandra and J. McMillen were the others 
that had claims in for her. 

The McMillen colors’ second success came 
in the third race when Raffles won in sen- 
sational style. He had been backed into 
strong favoritism, but in the early runn'.ng 
appeared hopelessly out of it. Approaching 
the stretch his chances still appeared none 
too bright, when suddenly the leaders began 
racing extremely wide and Raffles, next the 
inner rail, was cn.abled to save considerable 
ground and almost get on level terms with 
the leaders. In the stretch ho finished 
gamely and, drawing into tlie lead a six- 
teenth from the finish, beat home Frank G. 
The latter had shown most speed, but con- 
tinued to swerve out during the .stretch run 
and just barely managed to beat Lorena 
Marcellia for second place. 

Jefferson Livingston’s I.evoy, which has of- 
fended on several occasions this winter, fin- 
ally raced to best exiHjctations of his connec- 
tions and won from fourteen other maiden 
three-year-olds in easy style, Bcnigna, which 
had been the early leader, landing in second 
place and Jim Kenney third. 

Pequot suddenly recovered his good form 
aaid was a handy victor in the fifth race 
from an outsider. Our Star, with Servitor, 
the favorite, in third place. 

A1 Stebler gave an acrobatic performance 
in the sixth race which he won in a big romp 
from El Jesnuir, Smarly finishing in third 
place. 



Plans for Chicago’s racing this year at 
Hawthorne are expected to be put in full 
motion this week with the arrival in Chicago 
on Friday of judge Joseph A. Murphy from 
New Orleans and the coming a day later of 
Billy Myers, the expert track builder, from 
the Rancocas Stable’s farm at Jobstown. 
N. Y. 

Judge Murphy, who is the active head of 
the Chicago Business Men’s Racing Associa- 
tion, which has taken over the lease on 
Hawthorne, is expected to announce the dates 
for Hawthorne’s summer and fall meetings 
after he has had a chance to look into the 
legal phases of the situation, on which At- 
torney Albert Sabath has been working 
for the last few weeks. Attorney Sabath has 
announced that he will have the legal end 
entirely adjusted shortly, as it is the inten- 
tion of the new turf body to clear up all 
legal entanglements before the actual racing 
plans are put in motion. It was announced 
l>y the Business Men’s Association soon after 
they took over Hawthorne that no attempt 
will be made to evade or violate the laws in 
any particular. 

It is also known that judge Murphy has 
his staff of racing officials pretty well lined 
up and w'ill be able to announce them at 
about the time the official stamp of approval 
is put on the racing dates. 

Billy Myers is to be in complete charge of 
the many Improvements planned for Haw- 
thorne and, working with track superintend- 
ent Keegan, will be ordered to have the 
Cicero course in the best condition of its 
history by the time racing opens and they 
will be asked to spare no efforts in making 
it a genuine beauty spot. 

TO BUILD PAL3I C.VRDEN. 

Messrs. Preuyn, Neuberger and Kaestner 
of the Richelieu Concession Co., who some 
time ago contracted for this end of the Haw- 
thorne activities, have already made plans 
for a new and complete equipment for the 
cafe and grill and for the installation of a 
full refrigerator system. One of the innova- 
tions will be a clubhouse palm garden, which 
will be constructed directly west of the pres- 
ent cafe and restaurant. 

Contracts have also been let during the 
week by secretary Charles T. Ess’g for the 
installation of new electrical wiring and for 
the piping of additional water and gas mains 
to increase the fuel and power capacity. 

Scores of advance re.servations for stable 
room have been received from horsemen all 
over the country who intend to race in Chi- 
cago this year, but action on them has been 
withheld until the arrival of judge Murphy. 
The Hawthorne meeting of last year drew 
many prominent stables, but from the pres- 
ent outlook there will be a more general rep- 
resentation of the more prominent stables 
this year than last. 

Only a few' horses are at Haw'thorne at 
this time as most of those w'intering at the 
West Side track have gone on to Kentucky 
and other southern points to prepare for the 
opening of the spring meetings. 

Jerry Sullivan’s mare, Shoreacres, gave 
birth to a bay filly by Blind Baggage during 
the last week, at Hawthorne. 

The w’crk of renovating and remodelling 
the stables will be under way within a few 
days as numerous owners want to ship to 
Chicago as soon as stable room is available.

This latest addition to the locally owned 
thorciighbred establishment was foaled on 
March 13. La l>auphine is a chestnut mare, 
seven years old, by The 'retrarch— Sebenico, 
and was imported from England in January 
of this year. I.a Dauphine is the only mare 
by The Tetrarch known to have dropped a 
foal in America. Her dam, Sebenico, is 
by William the Third Gay Duchess, by 
Rosicrucian. The Tetrarch has several 
times led the yearly winning sire list in 
England. Roth he and ttuii.star are among 
the most brilliant performers in the history 
of racing. La Dauphine will be bred this 
season to I.uke McLuke.

NEW ORLEANS, I.a., March 15. — The third running of the Louisiana Derby has at- 
tracted fourteen of the best three-year-old.s in these parts and should the entire carded list 
go to the post it will be worth $15,100 net to the winner, the richest stake that has ever been 
raced for in the vicinity of New Orleans. 

Of the fourteen named three stand out prominently in the public’s eye. They are Black 
Gold, Thorndale and Rinkey. The trio will be handled by the best riding talent available 
here. The two celts and filly will ab.sorb most of the betting attention in the race. Black 

- — ®GoId and Thorndale will furni.sh a betting 
duel by their partisans. In the estimation of 
the layers and critics there is little to choose 
between them. 

Black Gold in his only two starts this year 
has been triumphant. His la.«t essay, while 
not outstandingly impressive, however, fur- 
nished the line on his ability to go a long 
route. Thorndale s supporters are depending 
on their champion’s proved fact that he can 
go a mile and an eighth and akso ba.=e their 
belief for victory on the nine-pound weight 
concession that Black Gold is giving him. 

The Grcentree Stable has an entry in the 
race — Dazzler and Rinkey.

The mainstay is Rinkey. She will be bene- 
fitted by Parke’s presence in the sadille an<i 
also that she will only carry 112 pounds, fi\o 
pounds less than Thorndale and fourteen Dss 
than Black Gold.

Spring Season at Hand. 

For each running of the Kentucky Derby 
there is always keen rivalry between the East 
and West. New York and Kentucky will 
always have this sporting rivalr>' in the big 
race and Maryland and Virginia more or less 
team up with New York, to make it the East 
against the West. The Kentucky Derby is no 
longer a strictly Kentucky race, except that 
it has its decision at Churchill Downs, in 
Kentucky. It has just as strong an appeal in 
New York, Maryland and Virginia as it has 
in its native state and the rivalry between the 
racing sections has done much to ke?p up an 
interest and make it one of the most sought 
after races of the American turf. This year 
the East will make a particularly strong bid 
for the priie, but it must be a strong bki, 
for in John S. Ward’s Wise Counsellor Ken- 
tucky is rich, indeed, if there was no other 
candidate to represent the Blue Grass country. 

On Iwo-year-old performance Mrs. Vander- 
bilt’s Sarazen promises to be possibly ths most 
feared of the eastern eligibles, but S. C. Hil- 
dreth has a strong hand to bear the silks 
of the Rancoeas Stable, and Hildreth has a 
fashion of sending fit horses to the post. TKere 
are many others that will ship from the east 
who are not willing to concede victory to 
Wise Counsellor and altogether it is a re- 
vival of the old race that has a tremendous 
appeal as a sporting event. 



The East can boast of eight victories in 
the Kentucky Derby in the last ten runnings, 
but Kentucky has the consolation of knowing 
that only one of these. Regret, was eastern 
bred. This magnificent filly, and the only one 
of her sex to be its winner, is the product of 
Harry Payne Whitney's Brookdale Farm in 
New Jersey. 

Kentucky has a big’ lead and promises to 
hold a big lead in the honor of being th; 
birthplace qf Kentucky Derby winners. Ken- 
tucky every year sends undeveloped Derby 
winners to the yearling market. They are 
purchased by Eastern turfmen and they be- 
come of the East in ownership. That has 
enabled the East to show so prominently in 
the winning column of the Kentucky Derby. 
It is natural that Kentucky, with its vast 
breeding interest.^, many of them owned and 
eonf rolled by eastern sportsmen and breed- 
ers, should alwajs be in the forefront in 
the production of the best thoroughbreds, 
and it is a part of Kentucky glory that 
may remain to that state. But even there 
the East will make its challenge stronger 
ami .stronger every year. Harry F. Sinclair 
has already protluced at lea«t two potential 
candidates at b'is Rancoeas Farm in New 
Jersey, in Mad Play and StanwLx. Harry 
Payne Whitney continues to send royally- 
bred goo«l ones to the races from Brookdale, 
also in New Jersey. 




Willis Sharpe Kilmer and John Sanford are 
two New York breeders that make bids with 
New York bred colts and fillies, whib Mary- 
land and Virginia are both well represented 
by William Woodard, J. S. Cosden, the Jones | 
Brothers’ Audley Farm and George D. Wide- 
ner's Pennsylvania breeding establishments, 
and there are others of the eastern breeders 
who promise to make it harder and harder 
each year for Kentucky to remain at the top 
of the heap as the birthplace of Kentucky 
Derby winners. 

With the close of the long racing season 
at New Orleans Mondaj' Joseph A. Murphy 
will have an opportunity to devote some of 
his time to the coming racing season at the 
Hawthorne track in Chicago and will also have 
time for his St. Louis work, looking to a 
revival of the sport there. Judge Murphy has 
been working earnestly for several years in an 
effort to restore racing in St. Louis, and he 
has frequentlj' been heartened into belief that 
the revival was at hand. From time to time 
he has met with disappointments in his fight, 
but has kept right at it and now he proclaims 
the chance for bringing racing back on a firm 
and lasting basis is better than ever before. 

The Chicago racing is an established fact, 
but there still remains much to be done in the 
way of preparatioa for the mc3ting. With St. 
Louis the campaign has not reached that far, 
but it is well within the bounds of possibility 
that 1925 will see the broadening out of the 
western circuit with St. Louis an important 
link. 

With the racing at Havana rapidly ap- 
proaching its conclusion, there promises to 
come dull days for the faithful who keep close 
watch of the thoroughbreds from one year’s 
end to the other. It will not be for long, but 
when the long meeting at Oriental Park is 
closed there will be no racing except that 
offered by faraway Tijuana until the opening 
at Bowie. Probably it will be a week that will 
have to be endured. It is none too long for the 
horsemen who ship from a winter track to 
Marjland, but, of course, there are some who 
will miss the sport even for that short space 
of time. 



Just two weeks hence and the horses w'Jl be j 
called to the post at Bowie. That is the real | 
open'mg of the spring racing season. It is 
more of an opening of the eastern season this 
year than ever before. It is a meeting that 
will bring good horses out of retirement and 
in no sense a continuation of the winter sport 
as it was considered when the Southern Mary- 
land Association first established ita early 
spring racing. Time was when the Benning 
course of the old Washington Jockey Club was 
more or less considered a sort of stopgap be- 
tween New Orleans and New York. At that 
time the horses destined for a Kentucky cam- 
paign would move up the other way to Mem- 
phis, Nashville, Hot Springs, Little Rock, Lex- 
ington, Louisville and Latonia, others con- 
tinuing on to Detroit and on through the 
Canadian circuit by way of Windsor. 

Now that Tennessee and Arkansas no longer 
have racing, the Kentucky season begins at 
Lexington, this year on April 28, and those 
who would race sooner must of necessity swing 
over to Maryland. 'This is another reason for 
the importance of Bowie. There are some of 
the Kentucky stables that will be willing to 
rest at the close of a winter campaign until 
the Lexington opening, but many others will 
fill in with Bowie and Havre de Grace before 
making the journey West. 

There will come many opportunities for the 
i best horses at the Bowie meeting, and reserva 
tions that have already been made assure that 
the class of racing should be better than has 
ever been offered before at that course.
